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Education Week 


This was education week in Wash­ 
ington as President .loll n son sign eel in­ 
to law two of the biggest federal aid 
to education programs in the history of 
the nation. 
After months in the labyrinth of 
Congress, the two bills received final 
approval in an unexpected hurry. 
They will stand as two of the few 
major 
accomplishments of 
the first 
session of the 88th Congress. 
The Higher Education Facilities Act 
of 1963 was signet! Monday by the 
President. It provides grants and loans 
to public junior colleges and technical 
institutes, and to public and private 
or church colleges and universities. 
This money can be used only It* build 
libraries or classrooms 
for 
teaching 
natural sciences, mathematics, foreign 
languages or engineering. 
It authorizes, but does not finally 
appropriate, 
$1.2 billion over three 
years for: 
1. Grants of $230 million each year 
for construction of undergraduate fa­ 
cilities, with $."0.6 million a year re­ 
served for public community colleges 
and technical institutes. 
2. A total of $llo million in grants 
over three years to build or improve 
graduate schools and centers 
spon­ 
sored by two or more institutions. 
3. Loans of $120 million in each of 
three years to build undergraduate and 
graduate facilities. 


Before the ink was dry on that hill, 
President 
Johnson 
on 
Wednesday 
signed a $1.56 billion federal aid to 
education bill. 
This bill authorized, but did not ap­ 
propriate actual funds. It: 
1. Expands federal assistance to vo­ 
cational schools to train youths for 
modem, technological jobs. 
It adds 
business office work, appliance repair, 
electronics and other modem jobs to 
the eligible list. 
2. Extends for another two years the 
federal aid to impacted areas program 
for schools districts, like Toby Hanna, 
crowded because of federal installations. 
This costs $537 million. 
3. Extends for one year the National 
Defense Education Act under which 
college students can borrow money. It 
increases the present $90 million ceiling 
on loans to $125 million next year and 
$135 the following year. 
Passage of Hie two bills prompted 
President Johnson to say, “This Con­ 
gress is well on its way to doing more 
for education than any Congress since 
the Land Grant Act was passed IOO 
years ago.” 
Johnson was credited with finally 
prying the two bills out of committees 
and 
conferences 
and 
getting 
them 
passed. He might well say that Con­ 
gress has finally done something valu­ 
able and necessary for the nation after 
12 months of unproductive paralysis.

Can We Safely 
Cut Spending?

In supporting Secretary Mc­ 
N am ara's efforts to cut bark 
military spending on superflu­ 
ous 
Installations, 
President 
Johnson is no doubt improving 
the prospects of his tax bill. 
But at the same time he has 
lifted the cover on a contra­ 
diction in our public life. The 
conli adlet ion is between what 
we do and w hat it is proper 
for public men to say out loud. 
For the fact is that govern­ 
m ent •— federal, state and lo­ 
cal — buys about a fifth of 
the goods and services pro­ 
duced by the American econo­ 
my 
To cut hack this public 
spending 
substantially 
would 
produce a strong reaction in 
employment and in business. 
Thus, the tw o Republican sen­ 
ators from New York reacted 
at once w hen they heard that

in

down or th eir operations re­

Actually, the McNamara ec­ 
onomies are a mere nibble at

In 
fact, 
then, the 
United 
States economy is no longer a 
plain 
p rivate enterprise 
sys­ 
tem. U nder the impact of the 
Second w orld w ar and of the 
arm am en ts of the cold war, 
the 
A m erican 
economy 
has 
become an organic mixture of 
public and private money, pub­ 
lic and 
private m anagement. 


Any serious reduction of pub­ 
lic spending must, therefore, 
have far-reaching affects 
on 
the w hole economy. 
T here are some who 
aay 
they 
think 
that 
governm ent 
and big spending can be re ­ 
duced by cutting down civilian 
expenditures while l e a v i n g 
alone or even increasing mili­ 
tary expenditures. This 
Is 
a 
device of politicians who ara 
merely pandering 
to popular 
prejudices. There is only one 
w ay by which serious and sub­ 
stantial retrenchm ent can 
be 
made, and that is by a reduc- 
lon of arm ament!. 
Desirable, but compel atlve- 
Iv minor, savings can lie had 
by reducing 
the 
amount 
of 
some of the civilian subsidies. 
Hut the am ount will be much 
too small to make itself felt in 
the burdens of the taxpayer. 
'rite immediate military c u t­ 
backs we an* hearing 
about 
a te really concerned 
w i t h 
waste. T hey will not reduce in 
any way the miiitaiy power of 
the I tilled States. They 
ate 
directed only 
at 
useless ex ­ 
penditures, those which 
em ­ 
ploy men and materials for no 
leal military purpose. 
Although this kind of 
fru ­ 
gality will not affect the budg­ 
et ini|M>rtanily, it will have a 
salutary 
effect 
nevertheless. 
For it is demoralising to we 
public employees a lig n ed to 
waste the public money, 
Hut beyond the tidying up of 
w asto, including a c e r t a i n 
amount of lush and conspicu­ 
ous extravagance, there is vis­ 
ible on the horizon the pros­ 
pect of much more substantial 
retrenchm ent. 
I do not myself regard It as 
likely that we are anywhere 
near a 
general 
disarmament 
treaty. The fundamental issues 
of principle are stubborn, and 
their reconciliation is probably 
too embarrassing to alt 
pat- 
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tlcipants. But while w hat 
Is 
un der way is not a negotiated 
agreem ent, there ate parallel 
tren d s toward the stabilization 
and then toward the reduction 
of military spending. 
These parallel trends ate ac­ 
tivated by a common realiza­ 
tion, acknowledged in the test 
ban treaty, that neither side 
has anything to gain by spend­ 
ing hugely in pursuit of 
the 
will-o'-the-wisp of the absolute 
weapon. Once that point 
has 
been leached, there is a bal­ 
ance of power which, 
though 
relatively 
favorable 
to 
the 
United States, is tolerable to 
the Soviet Union and 
cannot 
be changed seriously by 
gi­ 
gantic military 
expenditures. 
This I* the origin of the pres­ 
en t ti end toward stabilization 
In both countries. 
At the name time, the Soviet 
Union ha* found that the bur­ 
den of the existing arm am en ts 
interferes with the vital needs 
of the people. It has bean Im­ 
possible to carry out the pro­ 
gram for the modernization of 
Soviet agriculture by chemical 
means without cutting 
down 
the military budget. 
We can be rcttsonahly cer­ 
tain thai the Soviet argum ents 
for a reduction of arm am ents 
are sincere. They spring from 
necessity. 
The United States is 
under 
no comital able pressure, 
and 
it can Im- argued that we could 
exploit the Soviet predicament 
by accelerating ra th e r 
than 
reducing the race of 
a rm a ­ 
ments. This is a 
conceivable 
line of policy, which can be 
held in reserve, if the Soviet 
government took a provocative 
line, say in I,at it America 
But lf It follows tile present 
line, which appears to be one 
Of gradual disengagement, the 
American 
people 
will, 
quite 
rightly, allow them selves 
to 
become conscious of the teal 
bunions of our defense estab­ 
lishment. We ate paying 
for 
our necessary and invaluable 
m ilitary power by a failure to 
provide the facilities of civil­ 
ian living lo keep pace 
with 
o u r needs.

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Atom Bomb At Hiroshima Saved Other Lives

In S F . Asia and the Pacific 
more than 33,000 non-combat­ 
tant* died because of the war 
in prisons, in I n t e r n m s n t 
camps, in civilian homes, on 
the streets? 
I myself was m o th er 
over 
one hundred children in an or­ 
phanage In C entral Java. 
I 
lost several of them . T h e y 
died of starvation. 
Many a time I saw corpses 
on the streets 
from 
hunger 
victims, 
nothing 
m ore 
than 
skin over a skeleton. At 
the 
time of the dropping of 
the 
bomb* the w ar in S E . Asia 
and the Pacific had 
already 
claimed millions of lives 
of 
soldiers and non-com batants. 
In the all out w a r that the 
Japanese started, th e 
I d e a 
was, “ lf I don't kill my enemy, 
he will kill me." Every bellig­ 
erent could be e x a c t e d to use 
any weapon to bring his ene­ 
m y on his knees. 
The Japanese w ere prepared 
and willing to die for 
Tenno 
Heica, a* they call their em­ 
peror. They regarded him as 
a god. 
John Hersey, In his b o o k 
“Hiroshima” w rote, "Yes, thp 
people of Hiroshima died m an­ 
ly In the atomic bombing, be­ 
lieving that it was for 
their 
emperor's xake." Even 
chil­ 
dren died while singing the na­ 
tl.mal anthem. 
Japan was already In 
re ­ 
tinal, hut with soldiers of this 
brave race as e n e m i e s It 
would be a hard and 
long 
struggle on Jap an's own soil, 
had America not dropped the 
bomb. The w ar would 
have 
dragged on. 
Many more 
thousands 
or 
millions of lives would 
have 
been wasted, lf the Americans 
had 
to 
fight 
through 
on 
J a p a n s own soil, even for a 
couple of m onths o r a veal, it 
would have been more disa*- 
trou* for Japan th an It Is now. 
The average A m erican does 
not realize w hat it means to 
have the active w ar, the bat­ 
tlefields in their own country.

Dropping Atom Bomb Defended 


Minister Opposes Stroud Union Marriage Ban 


Editor, The Dally Record: 
Allow me to comment on the 
new regulation of Stroud Fn- 
ion School Board 
concerning 
m arried students which 
was 
reported to the 
p u b l i c on 
Thursday. 
This issue 
is 
controversial 
and complex and 
it 
is 
just 
possible th at m uch discussion 
w as not re|>ortcd or that some 
of your quotations of various 
comm ents w ere out of context. 
Therefore, I am only reacting 
to what you printed. 
First, I want to say that I 
nm sympathetic to the 
prob­ 
lem which is posed by m ar­ 
ried students In public 
high 
school. 
I 
assume 
that 
the 
board had the legal right to do 
what it did and that it acted in 
good faith without malice. 
Nevertheless, I believe it is 
ill-advised because it is an a t­ 
tempt to solve a c o m p l e x 
problem in one fell swoop bv a 
blanket decision which really 
does not solve It and may, in 
fact, do more harm than good. 
What is th# problem? Teen­ 
ager* are not, by and large, 
m atu re enough emotionally to 
boar the responsibility of m ar­ 
riage. Moreover, they are ill­ 
equipped economically and 
if 
•they must drop 
from 
school 
th e chances of their ever be­ 
coming economically equipp'd 
are exceedingly slim. 
As a result, every effort la 
mad# to keep thorn in school 
until graduation. This is good, 
but it involves the school in 
more problems. 
F o r the most part, 
t h e s e 
have been m arriages of neces­ 
sity, as they are 
sometimes 
called, and this m akes 
two 
children parents who are still 
children themselves. 
O f t e n 
times they have handled this 
lightly and irresponsibly. 
But docs excluding 
t h e m 
from ex tra-curricular activity 
really help them to be more 
m a tu re or responsible or doe* 
it m ake them bitte: and alien­ 
ate them from the very peo­ 
ple who could help them ? 
Then there Ls tho question of 
w hether the school should dis­ 
crim inate simply on the basis 
of marriage, how ever 
ill-ad­ 
vised. I can agree with Mrs. 
Viglione when she says 
that 
she does not approve of high 
school 
marriage*, 
“necessary 
or not." 
I have seldom 
counselled 
m arriag e as the solution to the 
pregnant teenager. But 
m a r­ 
riage is regulated by the laws 
Of the state, not school direc­ 
tors or ministers. 
W hen a teenager applies for 


a license the court does 
not 
ask if the principal approved, 
or if the Church approved; it 
asks if the parent approved. 
W e are »tuck with this. P re­ 
sum ably the unwanted 
preg­ 
nancy did not occur on ochool 
time or under school auspices. 
It is good judgment to deny 
such youngsters the extra cur­ 
ricular activities which 
th# 
educators are forever tellin g 
us are so important to a "w ell­ 
rounded education"? 
I conclude that this is not 
different from the C h u r c h 
which rejects a girl who 
la 
p reg nant and unwed in 
the 
n am e of decency while ig n o r­ 
ing completely the dem and of 
God th at they he a redeem ing, 
forgiving, and accepting co m ­ 
m u nity to all people — even 
the unwed mother. 
I fail to see the logic in Mr. 
B a y m o rs thought that allo w ­ 
ing participation by 
m a rrie d 
.students is tantamount to giv­ 
ing approval to teen-age m a r ­ 
riages. 
T he only thing which Is Im ­ 
plied is that the student, w hile 
under school supervision, 
has 
acted decently. I would 
hojn* 
th a t the progress of stu d e n t 
love-m aking takes place else­ 
w here. F o r that the school ha* 
no direct responsibility. 
Now a* to the re m a rk a t ­ 
tributed in your pai>er to Mr. 
Robert*, I can only 
ex press 
am az e m en t and wonder. 
M r. 
R o b erts .says. “I have 
hod 
som e calls relating to m arrie d 
stu d en ts in athletics. I w ould 
be concerned lf Thy y o u n g ster 
w as In clote contact w ith 
rn 
m arrie d student." We 
m u s t 
ask koine quotations. 
May we presume that these 
stud ents are mill taking gym 
cla.sM.*s and changing 
clothes 
in the locker room? How does 
one atten d classes for 
credits

tardation. 
Should Not Be Hidden 
Mrs. Joseph P. Kennedy, tell­ 
ing of her daug hter’s early lite, 
said she once found it difficult 
to talk about, but now, "I w an t 
people to know’ it 
should 
be 
talked about 
not hidden. T here 
is hope now." 


As president, her son becam e 
the first to send Congress a spe­ 
cial message on 
the 
problems 
of mental retardation 
and ill­ 
ness. This month he was to have 
addressed 
the 
family - founded 
Joseph P. Kennedy Jr. F ou nd a­ 
tion in New York City, and pre­ 
sented 
its aw ards to fighters 
against mental retardation.
